Dear Mr. Caniff, 

If what you say is true, then SCAT can't be art. 
All we've done is dream up, finance, and 
publish a free monthly magazine. Sure, we 
haven't made much money, but we've 
doubled our print run, tripled our staff, and 
passed out 200,000 copies throughout Western. 
Massachusetts. Considering where we started, 
SCAT has come along way. 

Like all good ideas, SCAT stimulated im- 
mediate enthusiasm, in particular among 
unemployed artists and writers. We didn't.rush 
into things, though. Even the name, SCAT, 
required three weeks of heated discussion. The 
name reminded us of “scat-singing,” the 
melodious improvisation of jazz vocalists.

Next we canvassed the area merchants. for / - 
advertising, and in three weeks we met our ~ 
projected budget. Two weeks later we had our 
first magazine. Surprisingly, there were a few 
dollars left in the bank so that's when we knew 
SCAT had potential. 

Our first big shock came when we saw the 
stacks and stacks of comic books (10,000 in all) 
waiting for us at the printer. Our second shock 
came when we saw how quickly 10,000 free 
copies can vanish into a community. Now we 
print 20,000 copies each month and are con- 
sidering increasing that number. 

After two issues, the staff of SCAT made a 
vow to stick it out for one year and then 
reassess what we had done. So far only one 
member weaned out on us even if there were 
times when we all wanted to escape the 
growing workload. Cartoonists have never been 
renowned as pillars of society. The flakiness 
that made SCAT fresh and unpredictable, also 
posed a few problems when it came to ef- 4 
ficiency and common sense. For all Of us, the 
first year of SCAT provided on-the-job training ~ 
in management, publishing, and sales, as well as 
| art.

| than art or money is our first birthday. The 

magazine you have in your hands right now, 
| BEST OF SCAT, is our first annual magazine 
featuring all our favorite stories and strips. 
Wealth and fame still elude us, but we hope .
